Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, and 4-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art could be 

found that teaches or suggests a process for coating titanium oxide onto an inorganic oxide 
particle which meets the limitations of claim 1 (essentially, an amorphous Ti02 coating, i.e. does 
not register on analysis with XRD).
